The  reason  many  fail  in  growing  fruit  trees  is  because  they  do  not  spray 
their  trees  for  San  Jose  Scale.  This  small  insect  can  kill  your  peach,  plum 
and  pear  trees  if  not  controlled.  One  spraying  between  December  ist  and 
February  15th  with  Oil  Emulsion  will  suffice  if  applied  carefully. 

One  gallon  of  Oil  Emulsion  should  make  33  gallons  of  spray  when 
mixed  with  water.  This  should  properly 
spray  25  trees,  three  or  four  years  old.  It 
will  keep  as  long  as  you  do  not  let  it  freeze. 

For  six  or  eight  small  trees  you  can  use  a 
35-  or  50-cent  spray  gun;  for  larger  home 
orchards  get  a  3-  to  5 -gallon  spray,  costing 
about  $7.50.  For  an  acre  or  more  get  a 
barrel  spray  from  some  hardware  store.

Usually  we  are  through  shipping  our  Golden  Beauty  Peaches  about  io 
days  before  any  other  yellow  peach  is  ready  to  pick.  In  1931  our  peaches 
were  about  10  days  later  than  usual,  yet  we  were  through  shipping  our  37 
carloads  of  fine  peaches  by  July  10th — before  any  other  good,  commercial 
peach  was  ripe  enough  to  market. 
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Suggestions  for  Planting  Fruit  Trees 


It  is  best  to  have  holes  ready  when  your  trees  arrive.  The  trees  are  packed  in  moist  mate¬ 
rial  and  will  carry  in  good  shape  for  several  days,  but  you  should  wet  the  roots  of  the  trees 
well,  soaking  the  root  end  of  bundle  in  water.  It  wdll  do  the  trees  good  to  soak  roots  one  or 
more  hours  before  planting.  Protect  trees  from  freezing  weather. 

Just  before  planting,  prune  off  all  broken  roots  and  cut  all  others  back  to  fresh  wood, 
cutting  from  under-side  up  and  outward  with  a  slope,  using  nothing  but  sharp  knives  or 
pruners.  Expose  roots  as  little  as  possible  to  wind  or  sun.  If  for  any  reason  you  cannot  set 
trees  within  2  or  3  days  from  arrival,  dig  a  ditch  about  18  inches  deep,  lay  trees,  a  few  at  a 
time,  in  hole  at  an  angle  of  about  45  degrees,  then  cover  roots  and  about  l/^  of  body  with  well 
pulverized,  damp  dirt.  It  is  best  to  plant  trees  as  soon  as  you  can,  but  if  placed  in  well- 
drained  soil  this  way,  you  can  keep  them  in  good  shape  for  quite  a  while. 

For  fruit  trees,  dig  a  hole  about  20  inches  wide  by  16  to  20  inches  deep — the  proper  size 
to  hold  roots  in  their  natural  positions.  Use  dynamite  only  when  ground  is  dry  and  never  set 
trees  sooner  than  15  days  after  dynamiting.  Put  the  ground  in  good  state  of  cultivation, 
using  any  method  you  wish.  If  not  convenient  to  prepare  the  entire  tract,  prepare  rows  6  to 
IO  feet  wide,  set  the  trees  and  prepare  remainder  of  tract  later.  Plant  peach,  apple  and  pear 
trees  20  to  25  feet  apart  .  .  .  plum  trees  15  to  20  feet  apart.  Cultivating  instructions  mailed 
with  each  order. 


All  our  fruit  trees  are  budded  on  WHOLE  root  stocks  of 
abundant,  vigorous  growth.  We  do  not  put  out  any  but  the  best 
trees  and  the  finest  root  systems.  We  GUARANTEE  all  our 
trees  to  reach  you  in  good  condition  and  to  be  true  to  variety 
name,  or  we  will  replace  them  without  cost  to  you.  By  shop¬ 
ping  around  you  may  get  cheaper  trees,  but  our  trees  should 
pay  for  themselves  many  times  over.
